Atlanta League of Women Voters — 
Publicity Head Tells of Work’ 


Mrs. Maxwell L. Shatzen, director 
of publicity for the Atlanta League of 
Women Voters, issues the following 
information in regard to the acti -ties 
sponsored by the league and the broad 
program fostered by the member- 
ship: 

“The Atlanta League of Women 
Voters is pledged to foster education 
in citizenship, to work for an en- 
lightened electorate, and to striv. for 
improved legislation. The local league, 
through the state league, is a branch 
of the National League of Women 
Voters, which was founded at the time 
suffrage was about to be granted. 
This national non-partisan organiza- 
tion has grown and spread from the 
Original group of women headed by 
Carrie Chapman Catt until now there 
are affiliated branches in 44 of the 
48 states of the Union. The national 
program, made up by delegates from 
the state organizations, calls for sup- 
port of government operation of Mus- 
cle Shoals; entrance into the World 
Court; continued support of the ma- 
ternity and infancy bills; adequate 
backing of the three bureaus, women’s, 
children’s and home economics, and 
the ‘lame-duck’ amendment. 

“In the interests of the state, the 
local league is working for tax reform, 
simplification of the state government 
and home rule. For the needs of At- 
lanta, the Atlanta organization is 
working for a smaller city democratic 
executive committee, one central regis- 
tration which shall be permanent ‘for 
all elections, and a smaller council 
elected at large. The Atlanta league 
has assisted in a successful campaign 
to abolish the fee system in Fulton 
county and has advanced a non- -par- 
tisan survey of conditions in Fulton 
county, to he made by experts. The
